All along the line 
there will be a stoppage of the circulation of 
money, a loss of buying power, a slowing down of 
business, with reactions reaching out in every 
direction 

What is happening at Drumheller is only the 
incident of the day in a process of deterioration. 
depreciation and destruction that has been going 
on all across Canada. At one time it is the 
railways that are in trouble. At another time it is 
the coal miners. Again it is the farmers. At another 
time the school teachers or the public employees. 
Falling prices, slackening trade, vanishing incomes, 
reduction of wages, make up a vicious circle of 
deflation with which the country has become only 
too familiar. 

We are told solemnly that nothing can be done 
to prevent or to even modify these periodic “floods” 
of deflation. The answer is that something will 
have to be done. The world has outgrown blind 
fatalism. If human ingenuity can regulate floods 
of water it can build barriers against floods of 
economie disaster 

That is what President Roosevelt is undertak- 
ing to do in the U.S. Ottawa should have done as 
much for Canada long ago.

—a Day in Canadian History—

THE FOUNDING OF GUELPH 

On this date, in 1827, three 
nen awoke from a night's slum- 
ber in a tent in the wild bush 


of western Ontario. They were 
John Galt, the executive of the 
Canada Company, Doctor “Tiger” 
Dunlop and Charles Pr} land 
surveyor 

They had with their axemen 
and a handful of pione ttlers 
n before founded the town 


of Guelph. The day before that 
John Galt had met William Dick- 
son, the colon a place 


n as Shade’s Mi 
ment to the author-turned- 
exploiter of Canada, Shade’s Mills 
disappeared and Galt was born 

The cutting of the first tree on 
the banks of the river Speed had 
been quite a ceremony. It was 
St. George's Day and Galt hon- 
ored the patron Saint of England 
by choosing that day for the cre- 
ation of his new town, which he 
named Guelph, “both because I 
thought it auspicious in itself and 
because I could not remember 
that it had ever been used before 
in all the King’s Dominions.”

The directors of the Canada 
Company in England preferred 
that the new town should have 
been called Goderich, in honor of 
the then secretary for the col- 
onies; Galt met their views by 
founding another town, on the 
shores of Lake Huron, and call- 
ing it Goderich, while Guelph re- 
tained its royal name. 

Both new communities pros- 
pered from the start; the pioneers 
had their hard times, but so had 
all settlers in those days, and they 
laid well and deep the founda- 
tions of the Royal City famed as 
the home of Arthur Cutten, the 
grain speculator, Arthur Johnson, 
the great singer. and Hugh Guth- 
rie, Canada’s minister of Justice 
as well as the locale of the first 
agricultural college in Canada. 
John Galt had trials after that St 
George's day in 1827; he went to 
his grave a disappointed and 
poor man; but he lives in the city 
which he founded by himself 
giving the final blow to the cut- 
ting of the first tree, rather than 
in its neighbor town which bears 
his name.

Health and Diet Advice 


By Dr. Frank McCoy 
RE-LEARNING THE TECHNIQUE OF EATING 


It seems a strange idea that any of us should’ 


have to learn to eat correctly after all the exper- 
ience we have had, but such is the case in not a 
few instances. Almost everyone who becomes ill 
has been cating incorrectly for years and must 
change to better ways if improved permanent 
health is to be secured. It often requires a lot of 
time and attention to modify the habits of a life- 
time, but the results are worthy of the effort. Let 
us consider a few of the more common mistakes. 
Probably the one most frequently. made is to eat 
at regular accustomed times every day whether 
hunger is present or not. When a person eats in 
this way, the body gets more food than it requires 
for nourishment. Hunger is the best guide that 
food is needed. Most people are two or three days 
ahead of real hunger or the need for food. 

The second most common bad habit of eating 
seems to be that of gulping down food when in a 
hurry. I expect everyone has been occasionally 
guilty of this one; however, some people do it. day 
after day until the inevitable breakdown occurs. 
Food cannot digest properly when one is rushed or 
anxious and, if one wishes to put something into 
the stomach without having sufficient time to eat, 
it is much better just to drink a glass of orange, 
tomato or grapejuice. These juices require prac- 
tically no digestive effort and leave the stomach 
quickly to alkalinize the blood and help eliminate 
the toxins of fatigue. 


Another bad mistake is to eat when angry or 
under emotional stress. It is very easy to demon- 
strate with the aid of x-ray that strong emotions or 
anger will paralyze the digestive action for a period 
of several hours. You may have noticed sometimes 
that attacks of indigestion come on after emotional 
up-sets. 

The fourth bad habit to avoid is the popular 
one of over-eating, especially of rich, highly sea- 
soned foods which tax digestion, retard elimination 
and prepare the body for disease. Insufficient 
mastication, especially of starchy foods, is another 
of the habits that need correcting if good health 
is to be maintained. The digestion of starches is 
partly brought on by the action of salivary juices 
and much alimentary fermentation would be 
avoided through chewing them sufficiently. Of 
course, all foods should be well chewed, but there 
is not as much danger from insufficiently chewing 
proteins and non-starchy foods. 


Drinking excessive amounts of liquid at meal- 
time is another bad habit that should be dis- 
couraged. When people ask me the best beverage 
to use at mealtime, I always say that there is none 
better than plain pure water, but not over a glassful 
should be used at mealtime; it is better to do most 
of the water drinking. between meals so that it 
empties out of the stomach more quickly and does 
not distend the stomach or occupy the space that 
is needed for food. Milk is a food and, when used 
at mealtime, it should be the principal protein of 
a meal instead of being used as a beverage as is 
so often done. It combines well with a fruit or 
non-starchy vegetable meal. 

The eating of nourishing foods during an acute 
under the theory that these foods are 
needed to maintain the strength, is a common and 
dangerous practice and has resulted in many deaths 
and the conversion of acute illness into chronic 
ones. No food is needed during the first few days 
of any acute illness and then until convalescence 
begins only foods should be given that are alkal- 
inizing. 

These are important rules to remember in re- 
learning the technique of eating. They should be 
practiced by every adult and should be a part of 
every child’s education. They should become so 
much habits that we will eat properly without 
thinking about it. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mrs. Slvita R. writes: “For over a 
year now I have suffered with snake-like spots 
before my eyes and was told by an eye specialist 
that, although this condition might be brought on 
by many things, none of the usual causes seemed 
to fit my case. Do you know why I must suffer?” 

ANSWER: The snake-like spots which appear 
before the eyes are caused by small cells in the 
vitreous humor which become more or less opaque 
when in the bright light or when looking at light 
colored objects. These cells cast shadows on the 
retina, where they are projected forward so as to 
appear in front of the eyes. Practically everyone 
has this condition to some extent, especially short- 
sighted people. Any condition inducing a toxicity 
of the body will cause greater density in the 
opacity of the cells so that the shadows or spois 
become more noticeapile They do not interefer 
with the vision and are not, as a rule, of a serious 
nature, but it is well to try to find out the cause 
of the toxic condition which frequently occurs from 
liver trouble, indigestion or constipation. Eyestrain 
or wrong lighting may make the condition more 
noticeable. My suggestion would be that you send

Stone, First Baptist Church, Edmonton, 


The Passing Show 


By J. 8. Cowper. 


Tomorrow the conversations between President 
Roosevelt and Premier Bennett, looking to in- 
creased trade and reciprocity between Canada and 
United States open at the White House at Wash- 
ington. Canada is an exporting nation. Ninety per 
cent of her production is for export, as compared 
with a ten per cent exportable surplus in United 
States. The benefits of the Imperial Treaty having 
been denied us by failure to inflate the dollar to a 
trading point with the British pound, it is vitally 
important for Canada that our statesmen do the 
next best thing and achieve a great increase of 
reciprocal trade with our neighbor to the south. 

Premier Bennett's chance of lasting favorable 
fame with his countrymen—which seemed so near 
to consummation when the Imperial Treaty was 
effected—is bound up with the outcome of these 
Washington conversations. Nothing would help 
forgetfulness of the past two bitter years of lost 
trade, poor prices, high taxation and increased un- 
employment than a revival of trade attributable 
directly to the Washington meeting.

Passage of a currency inflation bill at the 
present session of Congress is predicted by Speaker 
Rainey the mouthpiece of Congress in a statement 
to the American press. This statement was made 
following the defeat in the Senate by the sub- 
stantially balanced vote of 43 to 33 of a bill for the 
free coinage of silver. 

Under the United States system, the speaker is 
virtually the leader of the government in Con- 
gress. Speaker Rainey took the occasion of the de- 
feat of the free silver amendment to the Farm Bill, 
providing for coinage on a basis of 16 to 1 to make 
it clear to the public that inflation, and possibly 
the remonetization of silver, is not necessarily re- 
pugnant to the government. President Roosevelt 
had let it be known that he did not want an in- 
flation amendment tacked onto the Farm Bill. He 
wishes inflation to be dealt with as a separate 
measure. Had he not indicated his wishes for the 
defeat of the amendment, it is altogether likely 
that the silver coinage amendment would have 
carried. As it was, twenty-five Democrat senators 
defied the intimation of the President and sup- 
ported the amendment. There are other silver coin- 
age measures to come before the Senate. 

Rainey in his statement said, “We are going to 
have some kind of inflation. The White House is 
Studying it. What form it will take I do not know.” 

That was nine days before Premier Bennett's 
arrival at Washington. By now, the White House 
probably knows what form the desired inflation 
will take. It is almost inconceivable that Premier 
Bennett could, with similar problems in his own 
country and a dollar pegged behind the American 
dollar, come away from the Washington conference 
without intention to initiate inflation in Canada.

If money is inflated in Canada, as peradventure 
it must be if money in United States is inflated 
(or we will be left high and dry and hopeless) it 
will bring relief to every farmer, lumberman, 
merchant and manufacturer in Canada. To the 
percentage in which currency is inflated commod- 
ity prices will in turn be inflated. Employment 
will open up. Every farmer and merchant will 
have more of the money in which his debts are 
due. Taxes will be paid, debts discharged, pur- 
chases made and the whole current of our economic 
life will flow normally again. 

Lumbermen and fishermen will be able to com- 
pete in Empire and foreign markets against the 
competition of countries which wisely in their own 
interests inflated their currencies when Britain 
went off the gold standard. We shall wonder then 
why this necessary measure was not taken before, 
and marvel that a country should for three years 
have subjugated itself under the heel of an army 
of cgupon clippers more abjectly than it would 
under an army of foreign soldiers with cannon 
and bayonets.

Aerial navigation is about to chronicle another 
advance with the successful flight of a steam- 
engined plane. It can land at 50 miles an hour and 
come up short to a stop within 100 feet by revers- 
ing the engine on landing, just as a motorboat will 
pull up short by a few reverse turns of the 
propeller. It can travel 100 miles on 40 cents worth 
of fuel oil and dispense with the noise of a com- 
bustion engine. Best of all it will be free from the 
myriad ignition risks of an electrically fired com- 
bustion engine and eliminate the ghastly holo- 
caust that so frequently marks the end of a 
crashed plane. 

Steam engines did all the work of a gas engine 
in steam cars, though not so fool-proof in their 
operation. They seemingly can be made to do all 
the work of gas engines in airplanes. That advance 
compensates for the setbacks which aviation has 
sulfered recently in the crashes of the Akron and 
several passenger planes

Points to Declaration in 
Legislature to Balance 
Budget 


“We feel reasonably confident we 
will carry through the year without 
a deficit,” declared Premier J. E. 
Brownlee in a letter written to Rt. 
Hon. R. B. Bennett, premier of the 
Dominion in reply to a communica- 
tion dealing with the general finan- 
cial conditions of the western prov- 
inces. 

The Bennett letter had been sent 
to the four western provinces, dated 
March 9 and stated that if turther 
assistance from the Dominion treas- 
ury was to be expected, the prov- 
inces must balance their budgets 
and at the end of the fiscal year, 
ending March 31, 1934 have a deficit 
hot exceeding $1,000,000. 

Continuing, Premier Brownlee, in 
his letter which is now in the mails, 
said: “Referring now to the subject 
matter of your letter, one weck 
prior to its recéipt, we introduced 
our budget into the legislature 
showing a balanced budget for the 
fiscal year commencing April 1, 
1933 on the basis of our actual rev- 
enue for the last fiscal year, so far | 
as it could then be estimated. 
EXPENDITURES SLASHED 

“To accomplish this we were 
obliged to reduce expenditure to | 
the extent of $1,500,000 below that | 
of the previous year. This involved | 
ihe most drastic economies, includ- 
ing reductions in school grants and 
reducing our highways maintenance | 
votes to a point that will hardly 
permit us to adequately safeguard | 
our investment in highways. Salar- | 
ies have been reduced on an aver- 
age to a much greater extent than | 
applies in the Dominion service. 
This budget shows no inflation of 
revenue. The actual revenues for 
the last fiscal year are very little 
under the estimates for this year 

“With the extraordinary checks | 
on expenditure commitments we | 
have introduced this year, we feel 
reasonably confident we wil! car-| 
ry through the year without de- | 
ficit.
